Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Mary-
lond, That Sections 47 to 51, inclusive, of Article 81 of the
Annotated Code of Maryland (1939 Edition), title “Revenue
and Taxes”, sub-title “When Taxes Are Payable”, be and they
are hereby repealed. ; : STRN S

CHAPTER 5.

(House Bill 9)
